Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
MURPHYSBORO, Ill, Oct. 22.~Abe 
Kimmel, a merchant, 45 years old, was 
shot through the abdomen and fatally 
wounded at 2 o'clock this morning, 
when five men attempted to rob the 
bank at Vergennes, nine miles north of 
Murphysboro. The bank is in W. A. 
Floyd's store and the robbers took $100 
from the store drawer, then with two 
charges of nitroglycerin hlew the 
first two doors off the bank safe. 
The explosions awoke a number of per- 
Bons at 1:45 a. m. Kimmel conducts a 
store next door to the bank. When he 
stepped out of his door, the robbers on 


guard shot him after he had fired 
once. As the bandits in the bank heard 


ether citizens approaching, they left the 
third charge unfired. There was $2000 
in the safe. They ran out of the bank 
and, after firing 70 shots, mounted their 
horses, which were guarded by one man, 
and fied northward. 

In the darkness the citizens could not 
see the men plainly, but agreed that 
there were five of them. After taking 
the injured merchant into his dwelling, 
a& posse was soon mounted and in pur- 
suit of the robbers. The bandits had a 
good start, however. 

At daybreak bloodhounds arrived and 
were put on the trail, but because of 
the horses’ tracks could not pick up the 
scent. Sheriff Thorp and a number of 
deputies from Murphysboro are leading 
the posse. 

The safe-blowing was the work of 
experts and the men apparently timed 
their deed so as to get to Murphysboro, 

inckneyville or Duquoin in time to 
catch a fast train to *St. Louis at 4 


o'clock. They did not buy tickets here. 
One of the robbers has a mustache. 
One of them is small and all wore 


light clothing.

WORRIED BY DEBT, 
ENDS LIFE IN PARK 


Frederick G. Meyer Found Dead 
With Carbolic Acid by 
His Side. 


Meyer, a man of 50 but 


made prematurely old and gray-haired 
by the dunning of his many oreditors, 
his nerve and courage destroyed by 
the drink in which he had tried to for- 
get the worry of his debts, was found 
dead in O'Fallon Park Monday morning 
with a bottle of carbolic acid beside 
him. 

Meyer was a bookkeeper for the Wa- 
bash Railroad. He had been boarding 
with his 99-year-old son, Fred, at 1131 
Ange avenue, where his wife died 
last March of consumption. The family 
came from Kentucky a year ago. 
According to Mrs. H. F. Tibbils with 
whom Meyer and his boy boarded, the 
man had frequently made threats to end 
his life. When his wife was dying he 
said he would kill himself before the 
year was out. Sunday a week ago he 
left the house and told his boy as he 
was going out, “‘Good-by Freddie, you 
won't see your papa again.’ 

If he intended te commit suicide at 
that time there was evidently something 
that had shaken his resolution. for two 
days later he returned to, the St. Ange 
avenue house. He spent two nights 
there and then left. Since then he 
hasn't been seen bv other.occupants of 
the house. They didn’t think anything 
of this as he would sometimes be absent 
several days.

No provision is made in the 
judgment for collecting the fine and 
costs. Usually the judgment specifies 
that failure to pay fine and costs will 
result in a 30 days’ additional sentence, 

Under the act of Congress providing 
for the commutation of sentences for 
good behavior Burton will be entitled 
to five days off each month. His sen- 
tence will expire, provided his behavior 
has been. satisfactory. to the Ironten 
jailer, in five months, / 

Burton is forever disbarred from hold- 
ing any office of honor, trust or profit 
under the Government of the United 
States.

ESCAPES IN DARKNESS 





Sheriff and Posses Are Search- 
ing Hills for the 
Slayer.

COLE CAMP, Mo., Oct. 22.—Frenzied 
because he was refused admittance to 
the residence of Mrs. Winemiller, a 
widow, who lives seven miles southwest 
of Warsaw, J. A. Long, a married man, 
aged 40 years, Saturday night riddled 
the house, killed Mrs. Winemiller, shot 
and killed Felix Crawford, his father-in- 
law, who attempted to rescue the woman 
and her five children, and wounded the 
14-year-old son of the woman. 

Long had been drinking, it is alleged, 
and armed with a shotgun went to the 
Winemiller’s residence about 8 o’clock 
in the evening. He lived on a farm with 
his wife and two children, one mile from 
the victims’ home. 

Mrs. Winemiller and her five children 
were at home by themselves. They had 
lived alone on the farm for the past sev- 
eral years, since the death of her hus- 
band. 

Seeing that Long was _ intoxicated 
the children who escaped death say, 
Mrs. Winemiller refused to let him 
come into the house as he demanded. 
She locked the doors and barred the 
windows. Long then began a bombard- 
ment on the house. He shot through 
the windows and doors. 2 

Hearing the shooting from his resi- 
dence on a farm a quarter of a mile 
from the Winemiller home, Felix Craw- 
ford, the father-in-law of the slayer, 
went to the scene. 

Sees Man in Yard. 

It was dark. Upon nearing the yard 
he discerned the outlines of a man. AS 
he stood nearby trying to solve the 
mysterious presence of the man the gun 


was discharged again at the house. 
Crawford, not knowing what the trou- 

ble was, inquired. P 
‘Who are you?” was the answer. 


Hardly giving Crawford time to re- 
ply, Long wheeled and shot. Crawford 
fell. He died two hours later. 

Crouching in the closets of the house, 
two of the children hiding beneath the 
beds, the family of five children and one 
woman prayed as the shot from the 
madman’s gun whistled through the 
rooms. Finally, unable to endure the 
terror of their position, the woman 
gathered her children together and made 
a dash to escape. 

The lights in the house had long been 
extinguished. Opening the kitchen door, 
the woman pushed her children into the 
darkness, faust as Long turned from 
shooting Crawford. 
Shooting at random in the darkness at 
the escaping figures of the woman and 
children, the slayer succeeded in drop- 
ing the mother to the ground. Fatal- 
y wounded, she cried to her children to 
run, 
As she lay fast dying in the yard 
she saw her children flee into the 
night. Nearby lay the body of Craw- 
ford, mortally wounded and unable to 
aid her. Long was loading his shot- 
gun again. He started after the chil- 
dren, one, the 14-year-old son, wound- 
ed and limping away. 

Wounded Mother Fights. 
Unmindful of the woman he had 
shot down, he stumbled over her 


body. In an effort to aid her chil- 
dren's escape, the mother, weakened 


assailant. The battle was brief. Shak- 
ine her off, the man’s fury turned to 
her. One blow from the gun ended 
her struggles. 

In the far corner of the yard the 
frightened children were huddled to- 
gether. The four younger ones were 
trying to help their wounded brother, 
who could go no further. They re- 
fused to leave him. 

At the point of the gun, Long com- 

pelled the four children to leave their 
brother and drove them into the house. 
Demanding matches, he lit a lantern, 
and after threatening to return and 
kill the first one who attempted to es- 
cape and give warning, his thirst for 
Slaughter satisfied, he disappeared in 
the darkness. 
The eldest of the four children not 
wounded, a girl 12- years of age, imme- 
diately ran from the house in the op- 
posite direction and, going to a neigh- 
bor a mile away, told of the tragedy. 
The neighborhood was aroused. The 
Sheriff was telephoned to and soon a 
posse was formed.

Ministry Will Ask That Corpo- 
ration Laws Govern Re- 
ligious Bodies, 


Prete» Oct. 22.—With the conven- 
te of the Cortes today, the battle be- 

ah the Vatican and the Liberal 
_ set will probably assume wider di- 
mensions. While the question is not 
eapected to be an immediate actual sep- 
aration of Church and State in Spain, 
the anticlerical attitude of the Liberals 
ww be asserted again, as the Cabinet 
will try to introduce more reforms. 

In addition to the civil marriage re- 
form, the projects of Dr. Jimeno, Min- 
ister of Education, for the secularization 
of the schools will be taken up. It is 
believed also that the clericals will 
make another fight for the control of 
the cemeteries by the Catholic Church. 
Should the clericals not succeed in 
gaining a victory over the Liberals by 
hindering their reforms, the Vatican 
will work for the overthrow of the 
Liberal administration. 

The Liberals, however, are determined 
to carry out their policy and ~ 
every reform they have 
law shall be enforced. ‘rhe authorities 
have issued orders that all infractions 
in connection with the civil marriage 
law shall be punished. The clergy are 
also determined to fight the reforms. 
The Bishop of Cordova, issued a pas- 
toral in which he urges that no Catho- 
lic contract a civil marriage, as it is 
contrary to the Divine law. He also 
threatens with excommunication all 
those who contract civil marriages. 

Churchmen Forced to Retract. 

His pastoral ends with the phrase. 
“It is necessary to obey God rather than 
man,’’ A number of other clergymen 
issued similar pastorals. But many of 
them have followed the example of the 
Bishop of Tuy and retracted some of 
the statements they made in their pas- 
torals. 

The determination of the clericals to 
maintain the authority and position of 
the Catholic church and to fight all re- 
forms, has enraged the membefs of the 
Cabinet and each of them tries his best 
to deal a blow in the way of some new 
reform. 

The Minister of Justice makes it clear 
that he will see to it that all laws 
are strictly enforced regardless of the 
attitude of the clergy. He _ threatens 
prosecution of priests who persist in 
refusing registration of civic marriages. 
The early stand of the priests who con- 
trol the registers was that not only 
would they refuse-to place the names of 
civic married families on the books, but 
deaths and births would be ignored. 

Dr. Jimeno, Minister of ucation, 
gave orders that lists should be com- 
piled of all the private schools not auth- 
orized by the Government. This will be 
a severe blow to the religious schoois, 
as most of them do not comply with the 
laws regulating schools. 

Law for Religious Societies. 

The Dominguez Cabinet does not hide 
the fact that it intends to ask for a re- 
vision of the Concordate and make all 
religious organizations amendable to the 
ordinary corporation laws. 

The struggles between the Catholic 
church and the state m Spain is other- 
wise not very new. It has been goin, 
on for years. Spain has fought more 
than once against the fetters of the 
church. Until 1868 the Catholic church 
was so powerful in Spain that the law 
forbade any Spaniard to Worship in 
other than Catholic churches. With the 
liberty of the press, propaganda, educa- 
tion, speech and public burial, the 
church received a strong set back in 


1868. 

Protests of the Vattcan: were useless 
and the regime continued until 1873, 
when the Bourbon restoration brought 
with it a reaction and effaced the re- 
forms attained by the revolution. The 
agitation of the clergy at present is 
carried on for the purpose of bringing 
about similar results with regards to 
the reforms of the Liberals.

Steel railroad ties composed most Sf 
the train's load. In. order to’ prevent 
an extra trip the cars were heayily 
loaded. 

As the down grade was reached the 
flight of the heavy train grew to the 
speed of a whirlwind. The narrow 
track, laid in the mountains for "the 
sawmill business, is crooked, and with 
each turn of the roadbed the runaway, 
ever gaining speed, increased its 
swaying motion. he engineer and fire- 
man clung to the sills of their seats 
On the runaway flew. 


Fire Flies From Brenks, 


Seeing that it would be impose 
to check the train without aid, the eh- 
gineer blew for the brakes. Climbing 
over the swaying cars, the crew, at- 
tempted in vain to set them, 

As the cliffs were reached, the engine 
swayed hard against the rocks and 
with a crash plunged over the embank- 
ment on the opposite side of the track. 
The entire train was piled up into brok- 
en mass. Iron rails shot through the 
air like arrows and imbedded them- 
selves in the banks of the ravine. 

Beneath the ties and wreckage of t 
engine and cars fell Engineer Smith, 
Conductor Lythe and Derrickson, who 
had attempted to aid in stopping the 
runaway. 

The others were pitched headlong off 
the tops of the cars as the train plunged 
into the ravine. 

A wrecking crew was not avallable 
because the track is narrow ; 
The nearest operator was 20 miles away. 
When men from the wreck reached the 
operator’s key, he had left on a pas- 
senger train for the city. 

Wagons were obtained and the men 
from the wreck who were not dead were 
hurried to mountain camps. Physictans 
were later brought from the nearest 
town. It will probably take several 
days to clear away the wreckage,

Lower Charges Seemed Profit-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 22.—Kansas 
Pattlemen who recently failed in their 
effort before the Kansas Railroad C 
mission to secure a reduction in the 
rates from all points of that State to 
Kansas City and other receiving sta- 
tions, are completing arrangements to 
carry their case before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The case, which 
in reality is for a restoration of the old 
rates, was dismissed by the State Com- 
mission for a lack of jurisdiction. Kan- 
gas City and other shipping points to 
which the objectionable rate applied, be- 
ing out of the State, making the traffic 
interstate commerce, 

Sam F. Cowan, attorney for the 
Wesetern Cattle Dealers’ Association. 
announced the intention of the cattle- 
men during a visit here. Mr. Cowan 
was one of the attorneys presenting the 
case to the State Commission and he 
says the cattlemen have given up their 
intention to ask the Sante Fe to estab- 
fish an unloading station on the State 
Jine but in Kansas City, Kan., which 
would give the State Commission juris- 
diction, Such a station would place the 
cattle within driving distance of pens 
fn either Kansas City. Kan., or Kan- 
gas City, Mo., but might involve many 
minor questions, even if the railroad 
agreed to join the movement against its 
own rate. 

How Case Started. 

The fight for a decreased rate was 
commenced in what was known as the 
“Clark County case.” filed by Carr Tay- 
Jor, attorney for the Kansas Railroad 
Commission before that board last May. 
The action was directed at the Engle- 
wood branch, between Mulvane and En- 
glewo Kan, Then, about July 1, Mr. 
Taylor filed a supplemental complaint, 
containing information which made the 
Union Pacific, the Rock Island and the 
main line of the Santa Fe defendants. 
The plan created practically all of the 
cattle raising belt in Western Kansas 
complainants. A reduction of the rates 
from points in Kansas to Kansas City, 
Mo., was asked for. ; 

Mr. Taylor invited Mr. Cowan to aid 
him, The case was called several weeks 
‘ago. It did not take long to dispose of 
it. It was agreed that the board did 
not have jurisdiction and that the mat- 
ter is interstate. 

Increase Objecited To. , 

The ht is to get back the old rates 
which the cattlemen had a number of 
years . The old schedule was $35 for 
a car of cattle from Ashland, Kan., for 
instance, as explained by Mr. Cowan, 
to Kansas City, Kan., with 10 per cent 
added for a 63-foot car, making a charge 
of $38.50 per car. In 1903, he says, the 
rate was raised in this manner. Instead 
of charging so much for an ordinary 
and so much for a 3b-foot car, the rail- 
rows made a rate of 2% cents per 100 
pounds, with a minimum weight of 22.,- 
0 pounds in an ordinary car, and an 
average weight of 25,000 pounds in a 36-

Public Roads in the Ozark R 


ip Ai, A 
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egion Are Crowded With Wagons 
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Carrying the Big Red Apples to the Mills to Be Converted 
Into Delectable Liquid—The Old-Time Cider Press, With 
Hand Power, Yielding to Modern Machinery. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 22. 
HIS year’s bumper apple crop will 
vield an abundance of fine cider. 


I The mills in the “big red apple” 


district are already running overt.me 
turning out the delectable  liqu.d. 
Wagons hauling apples to the mills and 


returning with barrels filled with cider 
are among the most familiar sights on 
the public roads. 

But the happy days 
made by each farmer on his own farm 
in his own little press are almost ei- 
tirely gone. The progressive farmer of 
today patronizes the big factories, us- 
ually situated in towns. The task is 
completed more quickly, with little dif- 
ference in cost. Here and there sam- 
ples of the primitive cider mill which is 
turned by a hand crank, are seen, but 
its doom is certain. The _ old cider 
press resembled a big coffee mill. Tne 
modern mill is a gigantic machine shel- 
tered in a large building and is run by 
steam, It is capable of turning out 
thousands of gallons a day. 

Those with apples to be converted into 
cider take their loads to the mill early 
in the morning and the apples are either 
unloaded directly into the wooden car 
which hauls them into the grinding ma- 
chine, or they are sent by a big chute 
to the interior of the mill. 

When the apples pass through the 
chute, they are greeted by an oblig- 
ing bucket elevator which puts itself 
at their dis osal and transports them 
into the grater above the cider press. 
The grater gets a hold on the apoles 
and grinds them. When the grater 
finishes, the apples change their name 
and become “pomace.” | 

From the grater, the 
delivered into the receptacle in the 
rear of the cider press and trans- 
formed into what is called a “cheese.” 
A complete ‘cheese’ consists of ten 
lavers of pomace. Each layer of 
“eheese”’ is made up of about five 
bushels of apples and the layer is 
usually three to ‘four feet square. 
Hach layer is placed on a lattice work 
or wooden screen and covered with 
u piece of burlap. 

After the layers are placed, one 
on top of the other, the “cheese” is 
put into the press and under 15 tons 
of pressure, the juice of the apples 
is squeezed out into a large tub 
tank. From the tank the juice is 
dripped into barrels through burlap. 

Fifteen bushels of apples makes a 
45-gallon barrel of cider. The pro- 
ceas is so quick that half an hour 
after the arrival of the ap>oles at the

One load of 
apples produces between 70 and 100 
Zallons of cider. 

The mill owners charge 1% cents per 
gallon. When a farmer has a large 
quantity of apples to convert into 
cider, he arranges to have the mill 
work on his crop alone for a day or 
SO. 

After the juice has been entirely 
Squeezed out of the apples, the pres- 
sure is removed and the dry pomace 
is thrown away. Fertilizer is the 
onlv thine for which it can serve. 

In order to keep the cider from 
losing its sweetness and becoming an 
intoxicant, sassafras bark, or ground 
cinnamon, are put into it by the farm- 
ers. If this treatment is delayed the 
cider soon becomes hard and will beat 
white whisky. for producing a jag. 

Vinegar is obtained from cider, by 
placing it in the sun and leaving the 
bungholes of the barrel open. Mother 
of vinegar, if placed in the barrels, 
will help in the transformation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—That a $500,000,- 
000 beef trust is in. the course of organ- 
ization, backed by English capital, was 
confirmed today by Frederick Sulzberg- 
er of the firm of Schwarzchild & Sulz- 


berger. 

While declining to enter into a dis- 
cussion of the matter, Mr. Sulzberger 
said that his packing house has been 
invited to join, but had absolutely re- 
fused to be a partner to the merger. 
The Schwarzchild & Sulzberger Co. 
takes this stand because such a merger 
could only be operated in direct viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. 

Mr. Sulzberger would not admit having 
heard that the Western interests had en- 
deavored to obtain capital from New 
York bankers and had been ,turned 
down by them for fear of the strong 
arm of the Government. Through one 
of the most prominent bankers of this 
city, it was learned, however, that an 
attempt .had already been made to ob- 
tain the $500,000,000 in this city to finance 
the merger, on the proposition that the 
holding company would move to Lon- 


don for charter purposes. 
For business reasons not one New 
York banker familiar with the scheme 
of consolidation of American packing 
plants would permit the use of his 
name. That bankers here are amazed 
et the audacity of the promotion. 6 
shown by the fact that four of the most 
prominent bankers of this city were in 
conference not far from the Hotel Neth- 
erland last night. Each one agreed 
that it would be impossible to form a 
legal packing combination in this coun- 
try.

“Kor the past two months Western 
interests have endeavored to force the 
New York bankers to back this merger, 
and this in the face of the fact that the 
men interested cannot escape being 
found guilty on the strength of their 
own books. 

“When the proposition was laid be- 
fore the banks of this city it was given 
due consideration and the very day we 
decided to enter into the deal, turning 
it down for. good and all, came the 
news to us from Sehwarzchild & Sulz- 
bergcr, the biggest packers of the east 
and among the largest in the west, that 
under no circumstances was the name 
of that concern to figure in any con- 
solidation scheme either by American 
or English bankers. 

‘This new attempt at merger of the 
beef companies certainly calls for im- 
mediate action on the part of Attorney 
General Moody. It is necessary that he 
jump in now instead of waiting for the 
completion of the merger, which, as an 
English holding company, is a mere 
subterfuge.”

ehould be organized and should take 
in the five concerns now in operation 
its line-up would be as follows: Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & 

National Packing Co., and _ the 
Cudahy Packing Co. The volume of 
business handied by these five concerns 
runs close to $700,000,000 a year. 

It will be recalled that in 1902 an ef- 
fort was made to organize the United 
States Packing Co., with a prospective 
capital of $500,000,000. Negotiations had 
almost been concluded for the taking 
over not only all members of the ‘big 
gix.”’ but all the minor packing = con- 
cerns. Tight money and the fear of the 
moves then being begzun by the Govern- 
men to prosecute the beef trust brought 
about this failure.

MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 22.—Robert Clark, 
alias Dan Dove. a negro, whose home 
was in Kansas’ City, Mo., was taken 
from the Lucedale (Miss.) Jail, 41 miles 
from Mobile at an early hour Sunday 
by & mob ‘of. 300 masked whites, who 
Bathered from several towns, and 
hanged to a telegraph pole in the heart 
of the city. 

The dead body of the negro was dis- 
covered at daylight by Deputy Sheriffs 
H. W. Hinton and Dan Breeland, who 
missed the prisoner when they went to 
feed him. Hinton said that the mob 
organized about midnight and that they 
secured the prisoner by breaking in 
the Jail, which is a small wooden affair. 
The negro was given a chance to pray, 
and admitted that he attempted to as- 
sault Mrs. Dixon and Mrs. Humphreys, 
wives. of wealthy naval store operators 
in that section. 

The body hung from the telegraph pole 
and was viewed_by about five thousand 
people, many of them churchgoers, un- 
ti! 11 o’clock Sunday morning. An _ in- 
quest was held and the verdict was that 
the negro came to his death at the end 
of a rope at the hands of an unknown 
moh. The body was buried immediately 
afterwards. 

Clark or Dove was captured Saturday 
at Wilmer, Ala., !n this county, about 
12 miles from Mobile. by Dr. W. N. 
Nomborne and Deputy Sheriff Hinton.

Sheriff Bullamd of Greene County, 
Miss., was notified and went to, Wilmer 
after his man. While the. offieers. had 
the negro at Wilmer a report was re- 
ceived: by-them that a mob was coming 
from Mobile to lynch the negro. In. 
the meantime a number of “men had’ 
come up with guns and the officers de- 
cided to leave as the negro was beg- 
ging them to take him away. 

They flagged a special engine of the 
M. J. & K, C. road and stopped on the 
outside of the town and quietly brought 
their prisoner to jail. os 

The negro admitted that he first vis- 
ited the home of Mrs. Frank Dickson. 
She saw him coming towards the house 
and ran in and locked the door. The 
negro forced the door, taking a shotgun 
which stood in a corner, but could not 
find the woman. After locking the front 
door, Mrs. ‘Dickson ran out the rear 
way and climbed to the top of a tree, 
where she remained until long after the 
negro had gone. 

Leaving the Dickson home, the negro 
visited the residence of Mrs. Henry 
Humphreys, a short distance south. No 
one was’ in'the house, but he found 
Mrs. Humphreys in the rear. He rode 
up to her, pointing the weapon at her, 
telling the woman to follow him, now 
and then prodding her with the gun. 
They had proceeded a short distance to 
a place where Mrs. Humphreys knew 
her husband was. At an opportune time 
Mrs. Humphreys, bolted and began to 
scream. Her husband met her and the 
negro took fright and left.

i ae: MAN FROM NOW” is a funny show. It {s something new. Men 
with wits worked hard on it, and they achieved amazing things In 
the Herculean task of ideas for making everybody laugh. The wel- 
kin rang down at the Olympic Theater Sunday night, and it will continue ring- 
ing ull this week, for there is something doing in “The Man from Now.” 
The book was written p# John Kendrick Bangs and Vincent Bryan, and the 
music is by Marvin Klein. To say that the one is as funny as the other is 
pretty is saying a good deal, for the somewhat celebrated Mr. Bangs is a profes- 
sional humorist, and when he sits Cown to think up something he sets a pace 
which few of us, fortunately, have to follow; but it is the simple truth to say 
that Mr. Klein held up his end, high as he had to hold it. It is possible 
that there is a good deal of extraneous matter in the plece—shooting galleries, 
Skating rinks and all that—but it is a somewhat hypercritical fellow who 
can cease laughing at them long enough to register his kick. 

The explanation of the title of the piece Is very simple: It opens ifn a lab- 
oratory, where a scientist mixes up a drink which projects men 1000 years into 
the future. They all line up at the bar and have something, and presto! 
they wake up in 2006. They are the men from Now, and Harry Bulger is

humor in the plece, such as a funny man of Bangs’ caliber must have 
a terrible struggie to keep out; but for the most part it is stage humor of 
the kind that makes the whole house whoop.

“VERONIQUE” AF THE GARRICK. 

The opera comique element of light-hearted gayety, rather than the more 
obvious knockabout quality of fun that marks musical comedy, attached to 
*“Veronique,’’ which the Shuberts pres *nted on an elaborate scale at the Gar- 
rick Theater last night. Its story and situations “are of the genuine opera 
comique school which boasts such old-time gems as “Girofle-Girofla” and “La 
Fille de Mme. Angot’s among its creations, Its Andre Messager music, too, 
is of the same order. If its lines were as bright as those of the better works 
in whose class it belongs it would offer very excellent entertainment, {ndeei— 
e>tertainment that would teach us anew how much more can be accomplished 
by ‘vit and sprightliness than by the sheer animal spirits and boisterousness 
of the present-day musical plays that have taken the place of genuine comic 
opera, 

But ft Is fn {ts lines, the Henry Hamilton translation of the Van Loo and 
Duval book, that ‘‘Veronique’’ develops iato a disappointment at more than one 
critical moment during its progress, and not even Louis Harrison or Louise 
Gunning can quite make up for the deficiency, although both are excellent, the 
one as Mons. Coquenard, the other as Helene de Solanges, otherwise masquer- 
ading as Veronique. Something has been lost In the changing of Veronique 
from French into English—the sparkle, the keen point, the nice fitting of the 
spoken word to the developed situation, whatever it Is that ‘‘rings the bell’’ in 
opera comique, where delicate effects of craftsmanship count for so much. The 
“play is of such a character, too, that it cannot be broadened into sheer musical 
comedy, but must stand or fall on its original appeal as made by its Gallic 
authors. 

The Shuberts make an excellent and costly production of ‘‘Veronique.” They 
have provided a big and generally capable company, with adequate prin- 
ctpals and an unusually attractive chorus, the three scenes in which the story 
has its setting are made beautiful to the eye, the costuming Is artistically 
colorful far above the average, and the music, both orchestral and vocal, is ad- 
mirably rendered. The final impression left on the mind is one of great pleas- 
ingneéss in these respects, and the permanent success of ‘‘Veronique” would be 
beyond question if the remaking of its book into English had been all that 
the book deserved. As it is, the Henry Hamilton version is an obvious labor- 
ing along forced lines to achieve results in fun that cannot be attained in 
such manner, and much of the inherent charm of the story is dissipated in the 
course of this misdirected effort. 

Louise Gunning is delightful in the title role. She has a clear and highly 
cultivated voice, which she uses with genuine relish; she has a sense of high 
comedy which enables her to make the most of every opportunity in that 
field, she is pretty and graceful, and is also possessed of much personal mag- 
netism, and there can be no doubting of the fact that she made a sinrerely fa- 
vorable impression upon last night’s house. Louis Harrison, also, did good 
things with his role of Mons. Coquenard, a low comedy character along legiti- 
mate French lines, and made fully as big a hit with his singing of ‘“‘My Mili- 
tary Style’ and “Ask Me Not” as did Miss Gunning in the quaint ‘Donkey 
Song’ with Mr. Fairleigh as Florestan, in the beautiful ‘Springtime’ or in her 
‘Swing Song,” which latter, however, contains a greater promise of general 
popularity, owing to its catching and ‘‘whistleable’’ nature, 

Mr. Fairleigh'’s Florestan was handsome, vivacious and melodious of voice. 
The Agatha of Lottie Kendall would have been more satisfying if Miss Ken- 
dall’s voice were equal to the demand made upon it by the score. The remain- 
ing characters in the cast were, as already intimated, satisfying as a whole. 


“THE HEIR TO THE HOORAH” RETURNS. 


Straight comedy as represented by ‘‘The Heir to the Hoorah’’ met musical 
productions in competition Sunday night and straight comedy lost. The at- 
tendance at the Century, where Paul Armstrong's dramatization of misfit

One may 
ask for cherry blossoms,. wood violet 
or white rose and receive a licuid the 
odor of which recalls the flower that 
one knows so well, but each is the crea- 
tion of the skilled chemist and manu- 


facturer and may contain no vestige of 


the flower in question. The flowers real- 
ly used in scent-making are the jessa- 
mine rose, tuberose, orange blossoms, 
cassia, Parma violet, jonquil, mignonette 
and, to a lesser extent, geranium 
leaves, lavender and thyme. All o.ner 
scents are judicious mixtures of tnese 
with infusions of Oriental spices and 
drugs.

T IS a tradition of the United 
| States Supreme Court that the late 
Justice Gray, who won world- 
wide distinction as a member of that 
great tribunal, never tried a law 
case. The reason of this might have 
been that he went on tke bench in 
Massachusetts so soon after he was 
to the bar that neither the 
oprortunity nor the necessity for 
practicing his profession was present- 
ed. Of his successor, Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes Jr., the same state- 
ment is made. His career has almost 
exactly paralleled that of Justice 
Gray. Even the great Justice Story, 
who ranks with Marshall and Kent as 
a commentator and interpreter, is said 
never to have been called upon to 
practice before the bar.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Saturday’s 
kames furnished much interesting foot- 
ball. There was a lot doing in spite of 
the rain and mud which was universal 
on BDastern fields and which would have 
caused under the old rules a fairly mo- 
motonous series of push-play contests. 
There were many very brilliant individ- 
ual plays, particularly in the kicking 
line. This was the most remarkable fea- 
ture of the day when the weather is 
considered. And there the usual number 
of surprises took place, too. The chief 
one was Harvard's 44 points against the 
teamwhich had held Yale down to two 
touchdowns. Harvard exhibited a very 
fast article of new football, and her 
steady and consistently successful use 
of the forward pass puts her at the top 
of the heap today on playing form. 

But her lead over Yale and Princeton 
is by no means a serious one, The con- 
dition of the ground had a great deal 
to do with the wverwhelming victory 
over the light but fast eleven of the 
Springfield Training School which played 
to so much better advantage against 
Yale on a dry day. 

It would seem that a wet day favors 
the heavy team the same as it used to 
under the old rules. It was the same 
way at Philadelphia, where Dennie and 
Mayhew, Brown's 1-yard flyers, could 
make no headway against Penn's team.

as Harvard took Springfield’s. Thirty- 
wo points were run off in quick time. 

Sut Princeton was scored against by one 
of the most creditable individual plays 
of the day, and there were many. 

A Princeton quarterback kick was 
snapped up by Bucknell on the 35-yard 
line. Clark, Bucknell’s right halfback, 
sent a drop kick clean over: the bar 
from the 40-yard line. The perform- 
ance was especially meritorous, not 
Only because of the weather ahd the 
distance, but because it was made 
against a much superior team. Drop 
kicks from the 40-yard line are rare 
occurrences even when the kicker is 
protected by a first-class line. 

In fact, the number of successful 
fieid goais in Saturday's contests is 
amazing. In addition to Clark's. kick, 
Hlarlan of Princeton toed one over 
the bar toward the end of this same 
contest. At New Haven Knox sent the 
leather between the posts from place- 
ment on the 80-yard line. 

Green’sa Great Place Kick. 

Capt. Greene of Pennsylvania 
complished a rather remarkable 
formance at Philadelphia, a place 
from scrimmage on the 86-yard line. 
The difficult part of this feat lies in 
the fact that there is no time to sight 
the ball. It is caught, placed and 
kicked with almost the rapidity 
drop kick. 

In iifteen years of football the writer 
has never seen this done before in a 
contest on a muddy fleld. At Ithaca 
McCutcheon sent a place kick from the 
lo-yard line, and Sailor dropped a goal 
from the 40-yard line. These two were 
done in a one-sided contest between 
Cornell and Bowdern, in which Cornel! 
Was piling up the score of 72 to 0. 

To return to the Princeton team. 
latter’s showing has given 
great hopes of defeating 
Saturday in this city, although (or- 
nell’s team is also on its toes, having 
scored many more points against Bow- 
dern than Harvard did. The greatest 
feature of the rapid-fire game the 
Tigers are gt up today is the line 
sniashing of McCormick. It was this 
man’s work alone that pulled a game 
out of the fire a week ago at Annapolis, 
and though he was not needed last Sat- 
urday, he was put in the. game for 
awhile. and not only © sifted through 
broken fields like the regular star open- 
fleld runner, but carried almost the en- 
tire Bucknell on his back on old-fash- 
ioned line plunges. McCormick is the 
only line smasher of the gridiron today 
who is not bothered by the 10-yard rule. 


Yale's Sudden Slump. 

Yale eleven has taken a sudden slump. 
and was backed up to its goal line 
by Penn State team, which for a week 
past has been sending forth wails of 
distress over crippled players, and put 
on its mettle to stave off a defeat by 
that same under-rated Penn State ag- 
gregation. Yale’s one touchdown wus 
a fluke, the other score was a field goa! 
by Knox, already alluded to, made aft- 
er the Blue found she could not rush 
the ball over.

While organized socker seems to be 
decaying. the sport is growing in a gen- 
eral way in a manner which more than 
makes up for any deficiency along ex- 
hibitory lines. With the Country Club, 
the Triple A, the Paddle and Saddle 
Club, several minor athletic clubs and 
business “houses maintaining socker 
teams, as thev do baseball nines, the 
outlook for and condition of sockrer must 
be ra‘ed as immensely satisfactory. 
That the game is fulfilling its admir- 
able primal purpose, which is to furnish 
exercise ° for . the masses, cannot be 
denied. 

High-class extilutions of socker are 
to be appreciated and encouraged. Next 
to basehall they are the most attractive 
of outdoor sporte games in a spet- 
tacular sense, and ft is to them that we 
look for higher education in the 
game. Yetaslone asthe decay of pro- 
fessional and exhibitive socker means 
its growth and burreonment along the 
lines of exercise and health no one will 
roerret the derreaciation of 'nterest in the 
professional part of the sport.
